of Smyrne, fay, that Kouii Kan was very 
far trom putting a9 End tothe Troubles iv his 
Deminions, that the Nerh Part of the King- 
dom of Candahar was fill up in Arms; that the 
City of thar Name continues to defend iifelf 
with preat Obftinacy and Courage ; that the 
People about Ormus, who had taken Arms to 
fecure themfelves trom che Exaétions of the 
Goverior, were not to be pacify'd till he was 
recali’d, and {till contioned in Arms; that fe- 
veral of the Nobility of the Kingdom made 
publick Declaration of their D\Mfatisfaction at 
the Continuance of the Wer, which they only 
imputed to his boundie& Ambition, and to a 
Defign of maintaining his.felf on the Throne 
by Force of Arms. 

The following Extraét of a Letrer from Pe 
tersburg fhews the Precautions which the Ruf- 
fians are obliged to take in carrying on their 
Iovafion of the Crim Tartary, and may not be 
difpleafing to our Readers.

N hen they ere tn the Field, as taft as che Pro- 
vifions ate fpent, and ¢heir Carriages thereby 
become lefs neceflary, he is to kill one Ox 
after another, except only 2 or 3, and to burn 
his Waggon or Cart, referving to himéelf no 
more than a fingle Carriage and a couple of 
Oxen, to carry his Baggage back igto Winter 
Quarters.

Proceedings of the Venerable Affembly at Edinburgh, 
May 29. 

Heard the Cafe of the 5 Elders ot the Parifh 
of Stirling, Appellants, viz. Mr. Ebenezer Ers- 
kine having (as alledged) impofed new Forms 
of Communion in that Parifh, after he had, by 
his divifive Courfes, prevented their partaking 
of the Lord’s Supper for 4 Years, they, the 5 
Elders, and above 1000 Inhabirants, were fti!l 
excluded by the following fubdelous and evafive 
Condition of Communion, viz. ‘ That none be 
* admitted who in Heart, Profeflion or Practice, 
« are Enemies to the covenanted Doéttrine, 
© Worthip, Dilcipline, or Government of Chrift’s 
* Church in this Land, and to the Power and 
* Life of practical Godlinefs ; and who are cot 
* refolved, through Grace, to cleave to the Lord 
¢ with full Purpote, in a way of Faith, Love, 
* and Gofpel Obedience to his Commandments, 
© and of iffering for him and his Caufé, when 

.* called to hit.” The 5 Elders complained to 
the Kirk-Seffion, craving, That as Mr. Ebe- 
nezer had feccded from the Church, he might 
no longer moderate there : But Mr. Erskine and 
his 12 other Elders being the Majority, over- 
ruled them. They pan Be to the Presbytery, 
who fhitting the Affair, they appeal again to the 
Affembly 1737 3 they remit the Cafe fimplicicer 
to the Presbytery of Stirling, who continuing 
fill to fhift them off, they appealed ro the Synod 
of Perth and Stirling, who reverfe the Kirk- 
Seffion’s Sentence, repone the 5 Elders, and if 
Mr. Erskine and his 12 Elders do not meet and 
receive the §, in 4 Wecks after Intimation, the 
former to be fulpended ip/o fatio Tne 12 Elders 
refufe Obedience, prorett and appeal, becaufe tl.is 
Sentence is finful, as it enjoins them to embody 
themfelves with 5 Elders who avowedly adhere 
to the corrupt Party of the Church, and are for 
fetting up the right Hand of the Wicked, ‘and 
grieving the Generation of the Righteous; con- 
cluding, ‘That if they fhall not think fit to infift 
in their Appeal, but feek a Redrefs in a way 
more ogreeable tothem, in the prefent deplorable 
Condition of the Church,, that it thall law- 
ful and warrantable for them fo todo. "T'was 
argued here, That the Cafe of the 12 Elders was 
much to be pitied, who-had no Inclination to 
fecede from tle Church, unlefS they were forc’d 
into it: “S‘hat in all Events, Mr. Ebenezer was 
fill the eftablithe4 Minifter of Stirling, and the 
12 Elders his Sefiion ; and to gd about to create 
a new Seflion of the 5 Elders, headed by any 
Minifter they pleafe to'call, might indeed occa- 
fion a Schifin. —— Ir was anfwer'd, That the 
Intention of the 12 to fecede was pretty obvious 
from the Tencts lately tranded  , and ap- 
pont by them, infinuating, among other 

bings, that the prefent Defeétions of the 
Church were more intolerable than. even Papal 
or Pagan Idolatry. That the narrowing the 
Terms of Communion in this Manner, was 
never practifed by any Chriftian Church, im- 
porting no lefs, Than that though ye are the 
Difciples of Chritt Jefus, yet unlefs ye are my 
Difciples ye cannot communicate here. The 
Afiembly after full Reafoning, refolved, That 
the 5 complaining Elders be reftored to the Ex- 


ercii¢ of their Office ; empowering any Minifter 





of the Presbytery of Stirling, to whom thefe 5 
fhall trom time to time apply, to meet and hold 
Seffion with them, allowing any of the 12 Elders 
to join them in a feflional Capacity, (upon re- 
tracting their Subfcription or Confent to the 
Paper, cntituled, Reafons for not complying with 
the Synod's A@) and empower the Commiffion 
finsliy to determine in any Appeal, &c. on that 
Subject.

* his Blood to flow, but he redoubled his Fury, 


and with a few Strokes brought him down, after 
he had cut him if Head to fuch a — 
that he was ftunned.. @f this Wound he is fince 
dead, and the Surgegns have had his Body for 
a publick Diffection., The Cartle were brought 
to Aberdeen, wherehey have all been proved 
except one Cow ; and fince the Father’s Death 
the Son has been ca@tched, and is now in faft 
hold ia the Gaol of that City.
